skill of the rider in winning the events, A good entry has 
been secured and those who love a well trained horse will 
see something worth looking at.

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Linen from Western Flax 


Growing Flax For Flax Fibre in West- 
ern Canada 

The Dominion government is taking 
active steps (0 encourage the growing 
of flax in Canada and is fully alive 
to the importance of the linen indus- 
try, is the announcement contained 
in a letter addressed to the Saskatoon 
board of trade by Sir George 1. Fos- 
ter, minister of trade and commerce. 


“IT note what you say,” writes Mr, 
Foster, “with referen to flax fibre 
jand its general scar and a good 


deal of attention has be paid to this 
matter by my own department, as 
well as the minister of agriculture, 
“The real difficulty is in the prepar- 
ation of the fibre after it is grown, 
The labor costs, under present conai- 
tions of preparing the fibre for after 
processes make it very diffleult, if not 


impossible, to carry on the industry 
in the west, If it turns out that by 
means of mechanical processes now 


being experimented with, the cost of 
labor can be greatly reduced, then the 
problem will be largely solved, parti- 
cularly so long as the present high 
prices are maintained, or kept in any 
way nearly equal to the present level. 

“A Scotch dealer and worker in flax 
has been for veral months in On- 
tario, and has been making inquiry 
and maturing plans for bringing into 
our country the process which has 
been used formerly in Belgium, and 
he has made some progress in his 
plans. 

“There are two or three other in- 
ventions which are still in the experi- 
mental stage, though said to be prom- 
ising. If any of these prove success- 
ful, much of the difficulty in the way 
at present will be removed. Then, 
again, | am told that cave will have 
to be taken, both as to the quality 
of the seed and also as to the condi- 
tions of cultivation. In this respect, 
the minister of agriculture proposes 
this year to make experiments on 
some of the western farms, and this, 
I think, is probably all that can be 
done for the present season.” 

The commissioner is taking the 
matter up with the minister of agri- 
culture, and has notified Hon, Martin 
Burrell that there are several farm 
ers in this district who are willing to 
plant a small acreage for experiment- 
al purposes, provided they have some 
assurance of a reasonable return for 
their product,—Saskatoon Star.

diet is a fact that more of us should 


realize, and the earlier in life tho 
better. Many of us, and perhaps this 
applies especially to those who live 


in the city, eat too much. Ags a re- 
sult we get too stout as life advances, 
and, what is still more serfous, an 
extraordinary strain js put on cer- 
tain of the orgaus of the system in 
nature's effort to get rid of the waste. 


Further, we who live more or less 
Sedentary lives, eat too much meat; 
the man who sits at the desk all 


day long or stands behind a counter 
may work as hard as the nayvy or 
ploughman, but it ig a different kind 
of work. It does not call for the 
same amount of strong food. There 
is no necessity to diet ourselves by 
formula, or to weight ont what we 
should eat, but we ought to be guided 
to a certain extent in our eating by 
common sense and the knowledge | 
which science furnish®s respecting 
the requirements of the body for the 
maintenance of the vital heat, the de 
velopment of energy and the repair of 


tissue. 

As city people we might keep in 
better health and live more cheap- 
ly if we would eat less meat and 


concentrated foods and use more veg- 
etables and fruit. And this advice 
might especially pe emphasized for 
the summer diet when there ts not 
the same call for the system for the 
Stronger food, 


Fresh vegetables are wholesome, 
palatable “and productive of good 
health, Though in direct food value 


vegetables yield a first place to meats, 
it must not be supposed they are 
destitute of those nutrients whieh 
build up the body tissue and keep 
the machinery going It would be 
possible, though not desirable, to live 
exclusively on vegetable foods, But 
vegetables, and especially fresh vege-} 
tables, are not to be regarded merely 
from the standpoint of maintenance, 
though we assert that nowadays 
they would make a very grand show- 
ing on the ground of economy. Nor 
necd we urge their extensive variety 
to the diet. They, in addition to these 
excellent qualities, possess a niedicin- 
al value; they are aids to digestion 
and afford that bulk or volume to the 
food necessary for the right disten- 
sion of the alimentary tract. Many 
vegetables contain alts whieh are 
gently laxative, relieving constipation, 
that scourge that is the forerunner of 
so many dangerous, and not infr 
quently fatal, diseases. And, again, 
many vegetables, especially those! 
used in salads, have a special value 
in cooling the blood, and are, there- 
fore, most wholesome, especially in 
the summer season. 

Fresh vegetables are vastly super- 
jor to those that are wilted from 
keeping a day or two, in succuleney, 
crispenss and palatability. To be en- 
joyed at their best, vegetables must 
be eaten strictly fresh.

Forest Planting 


A French Experiment to Reclaim 
Waste Land That Proved a 
Success 


A very striking example of this is 
seen in the district of the Landes in 
southwestern France, The sands 
thrown up on the seashore in the yie- 
infty of Bordeaux and southward 
drifted in on the farmyards and vine 
yards to the east, gradually covering 
and destroying these and resulting in 
a condition of sand hills or dunes 
moving slowly under the influence of 
the wind, with stretches of marsh bo- 
tween them. On these sand hills and 
marshes grew a scanty vegetatio 
which provided pasturage for a few 
sheep which were looked after by the 
shepherds who have often been de- 
scribed walking oyer the hills and 
through the marshes on stilts watch- 
ing their sheep and sometimes busily 
knitting in order to add to the value 
of their time. Agriculture was impos- 
sible in the district and this grazing 


| Which was very poor and carried but 


a small number of stock was all the 
use that could be made of this exten 
sive and increasing sand area 
the year 1788 steps were taken by the 
French government to ascertain what 
could be done to i.nprove conditions 
here, and a policy of forest planting 
was decided on with the result that 
these sand wastes have been almost 
entirely planted up with Maritime 
pine which produces a very valuable 
harvest of resin during the life of the 
tree while the wood afterwards is 
used for paving blocks in Paris, ‘or 
props for coal mines in Kngland and 
Wales, and for other purposes, In fact 
one part of the shortage of mine props 
in Great Britain at the present time is 
due to the fact that the supply could 
not be obtained from northern Vrance 
on account of the scarcity of labor 
owing to the men having been called 
out to join the army. It will be remem 
bered that there was a deputation 
from the British government in Can- 
ada recently looking into the question 
of the possibility of obtaining a supply 
of pit props in Canada to cover the 
shortage from the Baltic as well as 
from France. 

The effect on the population of this 
reforestation work is shown by the 
fact that in the parishes of La Teste 
and Cazeaux, in this district, the popu 
lation before reforestation was 1,600 
and is now 14,000, and considerable 
areas have been hrought under culti 
vation owing to the improved condi 
tions resulting from the fixing of the 
sand dunes. It is no wonder that a 
marble monument as well as a bust 
in bronze have been erected in the 
district to M. Bremontier, who initlat 
ed this work,

In Alberta are 
Officially Called

Felice Angelis, the consul for Al- 
berta, has received instructions 
from the consul-general in Montreal 
relative to the calling of the Italian 
reservists for immediate service at 
the front. 

All ‘reservists in Canada from 
class 1876 to 1895 are instructed to 
report to Mr. de Angelis’ office in 
the Bellamy Block, Edmonton. 
They are to hold themselves in| 
readiness to start at a moment’s 
notice. All expenses from any 
point in Alberta to Italy will be 
advanced by the Italian government. 
Any men who have deserted from 
the army or any who have evaded 
service are informed that they will 
be granted a free pardon, if they 
promptly present themselves to the 
consul, 

The Italian government also an- 
nounces that all postponement of 
military service which may have 
been granted for any purpose what- 
ever has been withdrawn and these 
are expected to report forthwith 
and repair to Itally to undergo their 
training. Mr. de Angelis states 
that there are about 500 of his fel- 
low countrymen who will come un- 
der these instructions.

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Management of 
the Winter Pig 


Kind of Feed and Care That 
Brings the Best Results 

The pigs found about some farmers 
at this season of the year may be kept 
under almost all conditions, Bvery- 
thing with the exception of those in- 
tended to be retained ag breeding 
stock should be ready for the mar- 
ket by the time the spring pigs ar- 
rive. An animal of this kind should 
be given all the feed it can consume, 
and anything short of this is unprofit- 
able, This simply means that the pigs 
should be fed all they can eat and 
clean up readily twice a day. It is 
best never to allow any feed to be left 
in the trough from one feeding time 
till the next, as it will simply be a 
Waste and of no benefit to the ani- 
mals. 7 

The question of feed is one of great 
moment. The available feed supply 
with a great many consists mostly of 
ear corn, More or less of the waste 
from vegetable and fruit cellars can 
find its way to the pig pens to food 
advantage. Har corn ground fire 
makes excellent’ feed for pigs, and 
when mixed with an equal part of 
best quality of wheat bran, scalded or 
cooked, if possible, and fed somewhat 
thick, will be found one of the best 
growing and flesh-forming rations. 
Uatmeal may be added to very good 
advantage and the quality of the pork 
benefited. 

The pigs as found in the different 
neighborhoods will vary much in qual- 
ity, and it is a good plan ‘o cull out 
and market the ripest ones as they 
come on, Thig plan }.as the advantage 
of giving the owner some money to 
use. Much of the ear ‘orn may be 
fed as it is on the cob. I have always 
considered it a good plan to mix a 
quantity of feed at a time and when 
possible, dump in a Jot of skim milk. 
Thig not only helps to make a very 
palatable feed, but a very nutritious 
combination, 

It will pay to keep a plentiful sup- 
ply of. charcoal, ashes and salt in 
reach of the pigs at all times. A fea- 
ture that is very nécessary is to keep 
the pigs in a healthy conditon, and 
these elements are of great benefit in 
maintaining the animals in such a 


The 


state, 
Another thing to be considered is 
the sleeping quarters. The pigs 


should have a dry place free from 
dust, as dust is very injurious to hogs, 
and especially pigs. Clean quarters 
are absolutely necessary, Contrary to 
common belief, the hog has some hab- 
its which raise him above other dom- 
estic animals from the standpoint of 
cleanliness. I know full well from 
close observation that a hog will not 
Sleep in filth unless compelled to do 
so. Anyone can prove this. If a part 
of the floor of the pen is raised and 
kept well bedded with straw, while 
the vest is not, all excrement will be 
left on the unbedded portion of the 
floor, and ths bed itself will always 
be clean. The pit: should be kept 
comfortable, as they will then, make 
greater gaing on lesg feed than they 
otherwise would.’ I \have separate 
feeding and sleeping quarters for my 
pigs and old nogs. \lt is better for 
both and they all thrive better than 
when all are kept together. 

If the pigs have lice, don’t feed the 
lice any longer than possible, as the 
pigs will not thrive as long as the 
lice are prese1 Don't put off the 
task of getting rid of the lice until 
some other time, but get busy at once 
with a can of kerosene and a woollen 
rag. Moisien the*cloth with the oil 
and go over each animal thorough!y, 
and one application will be sufficient, 
if the sleeping quarters are rid of the 
lice. Thig can be done by using a 
strong solution of dip unt!! ho more 
lice are found. Dip is’a good thin 
for hogs. By spraying ths sleepin 
quarters occasionally 
hogs will be kept clean and free from

Considerable alarm in industrial 
cirelés has been occasioned by puptica- 
tion in January number or tue Mosiai 
Guide of a obg vist of commodities, 
the exportation of wiich trom Cana ia 
is said to be proaib.ted to all destiau- 
tions, The list is heade.! by the toi- 
hibited to all destinations.” 

“By royal proc'amation, which has 
been publish-d in the Canaca Gazert®, 
it is declared that all orders issued 
heretofore concerning ti) exportanou 
of goods trom Cana ia are revoked and 
it is further declared that the expor- 
tation of the following goods be pir>- 
hibited to all detsinations.” 

The list contains severa: hundred 
items, including nickel ore, rickel anu 
ferro-nickel, heavy boots for men, vi, 
of all kinds, bags, sacks, copper, rop+, 
raw rubber, ete. 

A further iist includes goods whosa 
export is prohibited to all countries 
save thoce cf British connections, 
These include wheat, flour, animals 
and certain other important commodi 
ties, which form a large part of Can- 
ada's trade with the United States. 

Inquiry ingtituted into the publica- 
tion has elicited the information that 
a royal proc.amtion dealing with 
frohibited gcods from the Unitel

Two Hundred Thousand 


Leaving it for the historians to de 
cide whether the British nation used 
Belgium as a cat's paw, a writer in 
the New York Tribune says there can 
be no doubt that the British people ac- 
complished & magnificent piece of 
work when they welcomed some 200, 
000 Belgian refugees, most of whom 
landed on England's shore with only 
the clothes they wore. These wretch 


ed people lad to Le fed, clothed and 
provided with homes. The work had 
to be done before the realization was 
ready for The government was 
overwhelemd with other matters, and 
so it was left to volunteers to solve 
these unprecedente! problems. lor 
the snecess of the work much credit 


is dve to Mr. C. B. Whittaker, a form- 
er newspaperman, who, on ucconnt of 
a slight astigmatism 
# recruiting officer, and so, determia- 
ed to help in some way, he found him- 
self chief of the operating force of 
the Belgian relief committee.~ Mr 
Whittaker is now in New York in 
the hope that his shattered health 
may be restored. 

The committee formed to aid the 
government in caring for the Belgians 
began by employing a secretary and 
establishing him in two small rooms 
The deluge immediately overwhelmed 
him and swamped his quarters. It was 


plain that a k staff and a whole 
building would be required for the 
mere clerical work. Thirty typewrit- 
erg were aed for the correspond 


ence, which quickly rose to 2,000 let- 
ters a day. Mr. Whittaker says that 
more than fifty clevks worked like gal- 
ley slaves for ten days before they 
headed the stream of letters. Another 
fifty were employed upon the card in- 
dexes of invitations and refygees, 
Then as the work kept growing upon 
the laborers it was necessary to ask 
for some goverment help. Several 
renovated workhouses and other pub- 
Ne buildings not in use were turn 
over to the committee, and these with 
the private houses offered proved sutf- 
ficient for the purpose 

The idea of the committee wa 
course, not only to keep the Bels 
permanently in any government build 
ing, but to get them distributed with 
private families throughout the king- 
dom. The response of the British 
people to the appeal to offer tempor 
ary homes for the Belgians was im 
pressive, The trouble was that, wh!

Firing a Submarine's Messenger of

When a submarine sights a hostile 
vessel a group of sailors quickly 
cluster round the torpedo tube.

Intensive Cultivation 


Big Returns For Amateur Gardener 
on a Small Area 
That intensive farming is not con- 
fined entirely to Belgium and France, 
which are the  world-reiowned cen- 
tres, but that it is, and profitably so, 
practised !n Canada, is shown by the 
record made by Samuel Van Tassel, 
residing on West street road, where it 
passes through the Kerby tract, say 
the Brantford Hxpositor. 
Kleven years ago a machinist, with- 
Out a particle of knowledge of farm- 
ing or dening, and even now of the 
helief that he does not know either, 
but that he uses common sense only 
Samuel Van Tassel last year, from a 
plot of ground §8¥%y square yards, by 
means of rotation of garden crops, 
took off products which at their net 
market value brought $370.75. The 
Hatebedt he says, wag in getting two or 
three crops off each piece of land, and 
setting them on the market early, so 
that they brought the highest possible 
prices. ‘The labor on the five plots, 
for the sowing und attending only, not 
including the cost of taking out or of 
Selling, amounted to but five days’ 
time. Tle has ten acres of land, and 
states that had he seven acres less he 
would be able to make more money 
because he could give more attention 
to three acres than he now can to ten. 
The figures of the various crops 
raised, the s of the plots and the 
amount secured trom .he crop off 
each plot were as follows: 


Plot 1—25%; feet by 180 feet, first 
crop, onions, sold for 80, second 
crop, carrots, gold for $46.10. 

Plot 2—-314 feet by 130 feet, car: 
rots, sold for $10.2 

Pdot 3—6 feet by 130, fi crop, 
Spinach, $20 second, beets 05; 


third, beets, $15.25.

tion by the provincial and local goy- 
ernments of the sale of intoxicants 
generally 

For the year 1913 the aggregate de- 
posits in the institutions in question 
amounted to $17,610,000; for 1914 the 
total was $43,260,000. For the single 
month of December, 191%, the total 
was only $261,000; for the corvespond- 
ing month of 1914 the total was $14,- 
$87,000, For the first two weeks of 
January of the current year the total 
deposits were nearly $8,000,000, as 
compared with a pitiful $155,000 for 
the two corresponding weeks of the 
previous year. 

Of course other factors have con- 
tributed to the result. There has been 
a sharp reduction in the importation 
}of luxuries and economy has been 
practised even by the middle and up- 
per classes in various directions, Still 
the suppression of the vodka traffic 
is the major factor so far as the poor- 
er elements of the urban and rural 
population are concerned 

Recent information indicates that 
the government is disposed to modify 
its anti-drink policy to some extent 
and to sanction the sale of light beers 
and light wines. Not only Russian in- 
terests but French as well have peen 
quietly working for some such relaxa- 
tion in the name ‘of prosperity for 
{great industries and groups of influen- 
tial persons in Fronce and Russia. 
But the suggested modificatfons can- 
not materially effect the peasant mil- 
lions and the factory workers or the 
patrons of the vodka shops.

Feeding of Alfalfa Means a Saving in 
the Amount of Grain, with Food 
Results 

The feeding of cut alfalfa hay to 
young pigs at the North Dakota sta- 
tion resulted in ving 60 cents per 
hundred pounds in the cost of grain, 
The hay in this case was cut into 
half inch lengths and it was fed in 
conjunction with barley, shorts and 
tankage. The saving referred to 
| was the result of a fair comparison 
| because one lot of hogs was fed a 
| grain ration without alfal while 
the aim in the other case was to re- 
{duee the grain ration so that the 
jhogs would consume considerable al- 
| falfa and yet. make practically the 
‘same gain, A similar experiment was 
}conducted with fattening hogs and 
jthis resulted ina ring of $1.70 per 
hundred pounds gain. \Where the al- 
falfa hay was steamed instead of be- 
ing fed dry there was a saving of 
70 per hundred pounds again. The 
grain fed was charged to the hogs 
at 1 cent a pound and the alfalfa at 
$10 per ton.

Alberta Estray Law 


The Alberta Estray Law prescrioes 
that the party who takes up an estray 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest to his place to 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law being 
very strictin this matter, The brand 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount’ of 10¢ per 
mile, not to exceed 30 miles, The cost 
of the advertising and the reading of 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal -is claimed, he party 
holding the ‘animal is responsible for 
all charges until it is sold or redeemed 
by the owner. No charges for feed 
are allowed between the 15th day of 
April and the 15th day of Noveniber, 
From November 15 to April 15 a fee 
of 15c per head per day is allowed for 
horses and ARAL dating from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal or to the 
Alberta Gazette, but not exceeding 
the sum of nine dollars, South of the 
29th township only five cents a day is 
allowed for feed and the total cost is 
limited to three dollars,
